The original projection of six countries and 18 courses has increased to 7 countries with 
other course packages to be shipped to additional countries on a one time basis. The two 
types of courses being fielded has increased from the CRT and EIC programs to currently 
supporting multiple iterations of 10 course programs. The warehousing processing and 
shipping has substantially increased taking the current staffing level far beyond the 
original workload projection. 

Tessada has recently assumed the shipping and transportation function, which places 
additional requirements on personnel to contract out the shipments with international 
carriers, create the shipping documents, provide tracking and shipment status to the 
appropriate course POCs and maintain auditable document files. This function increases 
the experience and expertise requirements of an additional specialty for the contract as 
well as increasing the manpower requirements.
